ustko's saymphonic poem for orchesira and
choris, must elthet haveé exerted a strong
exthetic mpall last night, or tha plight of
war-trampled Poland touched the hearts of
many persons Tha academy held a hig
audience, In apite of a counter-musical at.

ment of voies and instruments, make their
point, and make It brilliantly, The remi-
niscence of Mendelssehn ik more than a
fancy.
